The Leftist tide which is sweep 
ing acro ss Euro pe seems 
to 
be 
reaching dangero usly high o n the 
thro ne o f Belgium. 
King Leo po ld—who was releas­ 
ed recently 
by American 
tro o ps 
near Salzburg, Austria, where he 
had been held priso ner by the Ger­ 
mans—repo rtedly 
has 
made 
it 
kno wn that he wo n’t be returning 
to his capital fo r so me time because 
o f his "state o f health.” Actually , 
o f co urse, he was depriv ed o f hi1 
thro ne o n May 30, 1940, by an o r­ 
der which was appro v ed by the 
Belgian cabinet in ex ile in Paris. 
Leftist gro ups in Brussels shrug 
away the "state o f health” ex - ( 
planatio n. 
Their terse and o min­ 
o us respo nse is that it's fo r Parlia­ 
ment to decide whether Leo po ld is 
in po sitio n to fulfill the duties o f 
king. 
He's o n a to ugh spo t, but 
o f far greater impo rtance than his 
o wn fate is that o f the mo narchy . 
The ex treme Left has no use fo r 
ro y alty . 
Leo po ld was sho rn o f his prero g­ 
ativ es three day s after he sur­ 
rendered the Belgian army to the 
inv ading Germans, thereby ex po s­ 
ing the left flank o f the British 
fo rces to the fury o f the Hitlerite 
attack. His suppo rters declared he 
had no o ther co urse than to capitu­ 
late to the env elo ping enemy , es­ 
pecially since 
co untless 
Belgian 
civ ilians had mingled with their 
tro o ps and were being killed in 
the swirling battle. 
But sho uts o f 
' * reaso n” and "pro -German” were 
heard in the streets o f Paris. 
The situatio n then, 
and 
no w, 
seems very unreal as o ne lo o ks 
back to the way Belgium emerged 
fro m the last w ar under the leader- 
hip o f the famo us King Albert and 
his wo nderful 
q ueen, 
Elizabeth. 
The ro y al pair and their three chil- 


< o n retired with their army to the 
t nv co rner o f the co untry which 
".as held against the Germans in 
the La Panne secto r. 
There by the sea the family lived 
clo se to the fighting fro nt thro ugh­ 
o ut the lo ng war. I was accredited 
to bo th the British army and the 
Belgians as war co rrespo ndent, and 
freq uently was in that area. 
Al­ 
bert and his q ueen were magnifi­ 
cent. 
By day they wo rked amo ng 
their wo unded, and by night o ne 
wo uld see them pacing the white 
sands o f the beach, hand in hand, 
planning fo r the mo rro w. Even the 
Germans 
respected 
them, 
and 
withheld gunfire fro m the neigh­ 
bo rho o d. 
I saw their triumphant return to 
their capital fro m exile. Hundreds 
o f tho usands thro nged the streets, 
filled windo ws, clung to ro o fs and 
perched in trees to welco me their 
belo ved ro y al family as the sq uare­ 
sho uldered king and q ueen r« *de o n 
ho rse back thro ugh the main tho r­ 
o ughfares fo llo wed by their small 
princess and two princes o n po nies. | 
Leo po ld was seventeen then, and 
heir to the thro ne. 
No king o r q ueen sto o d higher in 
the wo rld's esteem than Albert and 
Elizabeth. One wo uld have tho ught 
then that the thro ne was as so lid 
as the ro ck o f Gibraltar—and per­ 
haps it still is. 
Time will tell 
Any way , when King 
Albert 
fell 
fro m a precipice to his death in 
1934. his cro wn prince came into 
a great and ho no red heritage. Half 
a do zen y ears and Belgium—fo r 
centuries the co ckpit o f Euro pe— 
again was swept with war. 
Leo po ld’s surrender, and his lo ss 
o f ro y al pero gativ es in the passio ns 
o f the mo ment, by no means ex ­ 
plain 
his 
present 
predicament. 
Belgium, like neighbo ring France 
and so many 
o ther 
co ntinental 
co untries, is caught in the epo chal 
struggle between the "Left” and 
the "Right” . 
If the "Left" wins, 
the thro ne 
presumably 
w ill go . 
Leo po ld really do esn't figure great­ 
ly in the scheme o f things. A dy n­ 
asty and the way o f life o f a natio n 
are at stake.

A Gland Disorder

HYPOTHYRO IDISM , or a lack 
of thy roid secretion from the gland 
in the neck, i* a well-known and 
rather common disorder. Nev er­ 
theless, treatm ent of this condition 
is often delay ed until complica­ 
tions, such as heart damage, occur. 
Doctor J acob J . 
Kohlhas of 
Philadelphia suggests that pa­ 
tients with hy pothy roidism are 
less sensitiv e to pain and bodily 
discom fort than are normal per­ 
sons. This happens hecause their 
mental reactions are slow. The pa­ 
tient also gets used to certain 
changes that go on in the skin as 
well as to loss of hair, constipation 
and sleepiness. Other sy mptoms 
which may occur are changes in 
the v oice, poor appetite and ulcer* 
or sores on the tongue. 
The principal sy mptom* of this 
condition are pufTiness of the face 
*nd ey elids, sw elling of the tongue 
and v oire-box or lary nx which pro- 
luces a hoarse, slow speech. The 
-kin is rough and dry . The hair 
¡alls out all ov er the body . There 
are sluggishness of the intestines 
and poor memory . 
If these sy mptoms appear, a 
basal metabolism test should be 
made to determ ine the rate at 
which the body activ ities are going 
on. This test is made by hav ing the 
patient breathe into a small tank 
and 
m easuring the amount of 
ox y gen he uses up in a giv en 
period of time. In the patient with 
hy pothy roidism, the basal meta­ 
bolism rate is below normal. 
Another test for hy pothy roidism 
is to determine the amount of a 
fatty substance known as choles­ 
terol in the blood. In hy pothy roid­ 
ism the amount of blood choles­ 
terol is increased. Howev er, there 
are other conditions, such as dia­ 
betes, blocking of the bile passages 
and a high fat diet, which may 
^ause a rise in the blood choles­ 
terol. 
If with these tests, and a study 
of the sy mptoms, it is still uncer­ 
tain as to whether or not the pa­ 
tient has hy pothy roidism, a test 


can he made by giv ing thy roid ex ­ 
tract in the proper dose. If the 
sy m ptom s then improv e, it may be 
probable that the difficulty is due 
to a lack of thy roid secretion and 
the treatm ent may then be con­ 
tinued. 
Large doses of thy roid ex tract 
should not be employ ed. Small 
quantities will usually bring about 
the desired results. W ithin a week, 
the basal metabolism test may re­ 
turn to normal. Howev er, heart 
changes and anemia or lack of 
coloring in the blood, which are 
often present in the hy pothy roid 
patient, may not improv e for sev ­ 
eral months. Obv iously , the sooner 
treatm ent 
is 
started, 
the 
less 
perm anent damage to the tissues 
will hav e resulted from the hy po­ 
thy roid condition. 


Q UESTIO NS AND A NSW ERS 
J . D .:— Is penicillin or any other 
drug of definite help in treating 
early stage tuberculosis of the 
lungs? 
Answer: — Penicillin 
has 
not 
been found of any v alue in tha 
treatm ent of tuberculosis. A t tha 
present tim e, there are no partic­ 
ular drugs which hav e been recom­ 
mended as specific against tuber­ 
culous infections.
